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No. 1 on the map is the main campus of the University (65 acres), 
entered 1835 by W.D.Hart and J.M.Hoge and sold by them to George Frey- 
schlag. In 1850 the Freyschlag heirs sold 15 acres (No.2 on map) off 
the east end of the original 80-acre tract to E,B.Dickson., Wm,MclIlroy 
bought the 65 acres (No.1) in 1857, and sold it to the State of Arkan- 
sas in 1871, together with the 40 acres (No, 3) entered by Freyschlag 
in 1835, the 40 acres (No. 4) entered by Presly R. Smith in 1851, and 
a 15~acre tract (No.5) that McIlroy had bought at a tax sale, William 
McIlroy received $11,000 for the 160 acres, 


The main campus of the University was owned

How the University Acquired Its Campus 
by W. J. Lemke 


1. October 28; 1835, entered by Wilson Depriest Hart and Joseph Mont- 
gomery Hoge. 

This date is probably correct, although the U.S.Patent to Hart 
and Hoge, signed by President John Tyler, is dated "Washington, D.C., 
March 2, 1842." It is possible that the government got behind in issu- 
ing patents on land claims in the 1830's, At any rate, Hart and Hoge 
had sold the land six years before the date of the U.S.Patent. We have 
been unable to get any information about Wilson Depriest Hart. His 
partner, Joseph M. Hoge, was an early Fayetteville lawyer and in 1836 
was elected Circuit Judge. He left Fayetteville in 1844 and went to 
California, Mrs,Hoge was one of Fayetteville's first school teachers. 


2. October 28, 1835. Hart and Hoge divided their land and Hoge came 
into possession of what is now the main campus of the University. 

Why Hart and Hoge should have filed jointly on this land is not 
clear, unless it was because it comprised 80 acres instead of the 
usual 40, They divided it on the same day it was entered, Hoge retain- 
ing the half that comprises the main University campus, This partition 
agreement is an involved document, It is signed by Wilson D, Hart and 
Martha (X her mark) Hart, and by Joseph M. Hoge and Mary, his wife. It 
was"signed, sealed and delivered" in the presence of six distinguished 
citizens: Matthew Hubbard, Onesimus Evans, Henry W.Hill, A.H.McKisick, 
Jesse K, Oldham and James Ware, 

This division of the land grand required affidavits from Hart and 
Hoge and their wives. Although the division was made on Oct,.28, 1835, 
(according to the. deed given to Hoge), the Harts did not appear before 
J.K,Oldham, Washington County justice of the peace, until Dec.18, 1840, 
and the Hoges, who were residents of Benton County, made their affi- 
davits at the same time before Stephen Holmesly, JP in Benton County. 


3. October 29, 1835. J.M, and Mary Hoge sold to George Freyschlag for 
$400 (80 acres). 

The warranty deed whereby J. M, and Mary Hoge sold the land to 
George Freyschlag is dated Oct. 29, 1835 -- the day following entry 
and division of the property by Hart and Hoge. This suggests that Hart 
and Hoge were real estate promot ers of the sort that were common when 
Arkansas Territory was about to become a-state. It is possible that 
Freyschlag, aman with a large family, had his eye on this farm and 
Hart and Hoge took care of the arrangements. It should be noted here 
that Freyschlag had entered 40 acres in his own name on Oct.28, 1835, 
the same day that Hart and Hoge entered their 80 acres, Freyschlag's 
entry was for the land that now comprises the University tennis courts, 
practice football field, and Camp Neil Martin. Thus, in two days -- 
Oct .28-29, 1835 — Freyschlag acquired 120 acres, of which 105 acres 
are now a part of the University campus, 


4. January 6, 1848. George Freyschlag by warranty deed conveyed to 
Herman, Christian, Henry, Bertha, Hermina, Catharine, Metta and 
Babette Freyschlag,. 


5« December 29, 1848. Herman, Christian, Henry, Catherine and Bertha 
Freyschlag sold their interest for $900 to Babette, Metta and Her- 
mina Freyschlag,. 


6, August 22, 1850. Babette,Hermina and Metta Freyschlag sold 15 acres 
off the east end of the property to E.B.Dickson, 
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The 1848 deed by which George Freyschlag transferred the property 

to his children was witnessed by John Pollard and John B,. Costa J.P. 
Five of the children sold their interest (for $900) to Hermina, Metta 
and Babette Freyschlag. This: deed was witnessed by James Hart and Wn, 
A, Lamkin J.P. Metta and Babette executed a power-of~attorney to Herm- 
ina, which enabled the latter to make the 1857 sale to William McIlroy. 
The power-of-attorney (April 14, 1848) was witnessed by P.R.Gmith and 
J.W.Chew. Meanwhile (on August 20, 1850) Hermina, Metta and Babette 
Freyschaag had+ sold 15 acres off the east end of the property to 
Ephraim B, Dickson for $100. This is the land now bounded by Dickson 
and Maple streets and by Arkansas avenue and Gregg street. It was on 
this purchase that E.B.Dickson's son-in-law, Alfred M. Wilson, built 
his home in 1858, 


7. April 2, 1857. Hermina, Babette and Metta Freyschlag sold the 65- 
acre tract to William McIlroy for $500. 

William McIlroy had moved to Fayetteville in 1846 from a farm 
near St.Paul in Madison County and had become a merchant of consider- 
able prominence, He bought the Freyschlags' 65 acres and built his 
home on the hilltop, somewhere near the present location of Old Main. 
Heezalso acquired the Freyschlags'40 acres adjoining the present campus 
to the northwest,and the 40 acres directly west of today's main campus 
where the Field House and football stadium now stand. This 40 had been 
entered in 1851 by Presly R. Smith, who sold the 40 acres to Mcllroy 
for $100, 


8, On December 18, 1871, William and Martha Mcllroy sold 160 acres to 

the State of Arkansas for the location of the new Arkansas Industrial 

University, The property was purchased by A.W.Bishop and G.W.M.Reed, 

representing the State and the proposed University. It included 65 of 

- the ,riginal 80 acres entered by Hart and Hoge in 1835, the 40 acres 

> entered by George Freyschlag in 1835, the 40 acres entered by Presly 

) R. Smith in 1851, and a 15-acre strip that William McIlroy had bought 

at a tax sale in 1868. Also, the family home and other improvements 

\. that McIlroy had made on the property. The Mcllroy's frame house was 
. used as one of the first university buildings. 


The description of the lands for which the State of Arkansas paid 
William McIlroy $11,000 in 1871 is as follows: 
* The SE Quarter of SE Quarter of Section 8; the North Half, of NW 
- Quarter of Section 16; the NE Quarter of NE Otanter of Section’ 17; and 
- 15 acres off N side of SE Quarter of NE Quarter of Section ria —— all 
retin Baie 16 North, Range 30 West. Total, 160 acres, 


The deed by which the State acauired the site of the University is 
on file in-the University business office. The original is’ carefully 
preserved but photostats have been made of it, The deed bears eleven 
$1 Internal Revenue stamps. It is signed by William and Martha McIlroy 
and by Albert W. Bishop, first treasurer and second president of the 
Arkansas Industrial University, and by G.W.M. Reed. 


Since this first purchase of the main campus the University has 
acquired much otKMer real estate, both in Fayetteville and at the Agri- 
cultural Experiment Stations in other parts of the state, A huge bound 
inventory of all the University's real estate was prepared in 1947 by 
George Faucette, Information for this article was secured through the 
courtesy of G. L. Stubblefield of the University staff. 


WORLD WAR I RED CROSS CcRTIFICATE 


Two Red Cross certificates certifying completion of courses of in- 
struction in "First Aid to the Injured", both issued at Fayetteville 
in 1918 and signed by Capt. Otey Miller M.C. USA, have been presented 
to our Society by Miss Grace Albright. 


PHOTOGRAPHS OF MISS ELLA CARNALL 


Miss Hattie Williams has loaned our Society two photegraphs ef Miss 
Ella Carnall, for whom Carnall Hall on the University campus is named, 
and the speech delivered by Prof. R.H.Willis at the memorial exercises 
held in the AIU chapel after Miss Carnall's death in 1894. We hope to 
publish this material in an early issue of FLASHBACK, Meanwhile, we 
are having copy negatives made of the two portraits, for our files.

MEMENTOES OF LUKE LEA KANTZ 


Misses Nell and Willie Kantz and their brother Fred, of Route l, 
Fayetteville, have a scrapbeok filled with hundreds of clippings ef 
published articles written by their father, Luke Lea Kantz. There are 
als. many speeches that he delivered at Fayetteville's Confederate 
Memorial Day exercises -— he was a soldier in a Tennessee regiment and 
was wounded and captured at Vicksburg, Other speeches were given be- 
fore local groups, such as the Braden Rural Advancement Club, which 
met in the old Braden schoel which his children attended, Most of Luke 
Lea Kantz's published articles appeared in the old Arkansas S&ntinel 
and other Fayetteville papers, 

Mr.Kantz was a Tennessee graduate in law and came to Kingston, Ark., 
‘to practice his profession, Rather than starve, he became a scheol 
teacher and taught many years at Pea Ridge and Farmington. In the 
Kantz home, 2 miles east on the Gashen Road, hangs a remarkably fine 
portrait study of Mr. Kantz, made by the late J.H.Field, nationally- 
known Fayetteville photographer. | 


DIPLOMA OF OLD ARKANSAS COLLEGE 


A diploma of old Arkansas College is the prized possession of Mrs. 
Ralph Shreve of Farmington. The diploma, a Bachelor's degree, was 
awarded te Jehn Phagan Wilson at the commencement exercises on July 9, 
1855. J.P.Wilson was Mrs.Shreve's grandfather, This rare old parchment 
document t&s signed by four members of the faculty and four trustees. 
The faculty signatures are those of Robert Graham, president; T,B. Van 
Horne, humanities; J. N. Carpenter, natural sciences; J. M, Pettigrew, 
~mathematics, The trustees were James H. Stirman, Thos.J.Pollard, Bnzy 
Wilson and W.D.Reagan, 

The diploma was printed by lithography by Wm.Schuchman of Pittsburgh, 
Pa, At the top appears an engraving of the college, which stood about 
where the Christian Church now stands, College Avenue derives its name 
from Arkansas College. This picture of the state's first degree-grant- 
ing college differs from the familiar prints in that it includes the 
president's home, which stood across Dickson Street frem the Tebbetts 
house (now the home of Mr.and Mrs.P.R.Green). Both houses are said te 
hav ebeen designed by the Rev. William Baxter, who later (1859) became 
president of Arkansas College, The picture on the Wilson diploma shows 
the two houses to have been almost identical in appearance,

OLD RAILROAD MAPS OF ARKANSAS 

Two old Railroad maps of Arkansas have been given to our Society by 
Miss Grace Albright. One map is undated but was published bythe Frisco 
Lines. The other is Blaisdell's map of 1917, which was issued by 
the Railroad Commission of Arkansas, This map shows the route of the 
KansasCity & Memphis R.R. from Fayetteville via Mt.Comfort, ElmSprings 
and Cave Springs to Rogers. Vanished Washington County postoffices and 
towns shown on the map are: Skylight, Pandora, Vida, Onda, Hubbard, 
Pitkin, Osborn, Carter, Leith, Wofford, Sydenham, Steel, Litteral and 
Rickert. The map shows the half-forgotten Combs, Cass & Eastern Ry., 
which had 15 miles of road in Madison and Franklin counties, It con- 
nected at Combs with the Fayetteville-—Pettigrew branch of the Frisco. 


SOUVENIRS OF THE TENNANT FAMILY 

Two sisters who live at Farmington, Miss Tennant and Mrs, Garrison, 
have several items of historical interest. One is a textbook, "Com- 
pendium of Astronomy", used by John A. Tennant when he was in school 
at Boonsboro, Ark,., in 1851. The book was published in 1848. On the 
fly—leaf John Tennanfi had written his name, a proverb in Latin, and 
the date - July 10, 1851. | 

Another item is a booklet published at Enid, Okla., in 1934, by 
Mabel B. McClure, giving the genealogy and history of the McClures, 
Kennedys, Tennants and Gays, Members of some of these families were 
prominent in the early history of Washington County. 


"WASHINGTON COUNTY'S FIRST FAMILIES"

County's First Families" -—- a listing of all families living in the 
county before 1830. The list is based on a hitherto unknown "Sheriff's 
Census" taken in 1829 and made available to us by Mr, Ted Worley, 
chairman of the Arkansas History Commission and editor of the Arkansas 
Historical Quarterly, Mr.Worley found this old record in the History 
Commission archives, The names are being checked against other sourmes, 
When published, it should be a complete and authentic record pr the

A Tribute to W.S.Campbell on His 80th Birthday 
by F. S. Root . 


( on the occasion of the presentation of the "Distinguished Citizen" 
’ citation by the Washingtch County Historical Society ) 


Full 80 years ago, on a delightful November day, actually Nov. 9, a 
bouncing baby boy was born in a typical log cabin on the banks of 
Reynolds' Branch of the Strawberry River, in Sharp County, Arkansas. 
The proud parents were William Thomas Campbell and Elizabeth Clemen- 
tine Tomkins Campbell, who had recently come to Arkansas from Middle 
Tennessee. As the years rolled by, this family was blessed with four- 
teen children. This first baby was named William Simeon Campbell, who 
after four score years is today the subject for citation by the Wash- 
ington County Historical Society. 


Mr,Campbell's boyhood was spent on a farm near Fool's Creek,in Sharp 
County, where he fulfilled the cuties of a faithful son during the 
long days of sun to sun. His early education was ecquired in rural 
schools and in the high schools of Cave City and Evening Shade. Appar-~ 
ently he had little difficulty in getting Dad to sign his report cards, 
if there were such things in those days, 


At the age of 19 Mr.Campbell began teaching in the schools in nearby 
communities. The usual term of school was for a period of two and a 
half months, so between terms he clerked in a store where he learned 
"practical" bookkeeping. (Excess profits, sales taxes and income taxes 
were no part of bookkeeping in those days.) 


Being ambitious for more education, Mr.Campbell entered the Arkansas 
Industrial University at Fayetteville, where, through odd jobs on the 
campus and at the Experiment station, supplemented by short-term 
school teaching back in his home community, he was financially able to 
complete two years inthe University. The financial panic and the 
Spanish-American War prevented his continuing in college; but while 
there, he was active in student affairs, serving as Chairman of the 
YMCA, secretary of the Garland Literary Society, and was an officer in 
the Cadet Corps. 


Following the usual courtship of those times, W. S. Campbell was 
married to Blanche Dora Graham of Tuckerman, Jackson County, on March 
17, 1901. To them were born a son and daughter, christened Errington 
and Blanche respectively, both of whom are married, Blanche and her 
husband Jack are present here today, and also Attorney Joe Barrett and . 
wife, brother-in-law and sister, are here for the occasion. Many 
messages of congratulation have been received, : | 


Karly in life Mr.Campbell accepted the Baptist faith and on coming 
to Fayetteville he placed his church letter inthe First Baptist Church 
of this city, where it has remained since 1901, In this church he has 
served in many capacities, such as President of the Young People's 
Union, teacher of the Young Men's Bible Class, Superintendent of the 
Church School, Secretary and Treasurer of the Church Board, and as an 
active member of the Church Extension Committee, which committee often 
supplied vacant pulpits in northwest Arkansas. He was active in the 
fen's National Bible Association, having addressed the national con- 
vention at Kansas City. 


In commercial life Mr,Campbell has been well-known for his work with 
A.C.Hamilton and Company, shippers of green and dried apples. He was 
also manager of shipping branches located at Rogers, Ark., and Galves- 
ton, Texas, for some five years. While serving in these capacities he 
was a delegate from the Northwest Arkansas Fruit Growers Association 
to the International Commerce Commission at Chicago. 


Mr, Campbell served as President of the Fayetteville Chamber of Com- 
merce in 1923, the year that removal of the University to Little Hock 
was a most vital local issue. He then served as City Collector for two 
years, following which he was elected Secretary-Manager of the Fay- 
etteville Chamber of Commerce, which position he held for 14 years. 
During this time he represented the local erganization in the National 
Association of Commercial Secretaries and was also honored with the 
presidency of the Arkansas Commercial Secretaries, 


Mr. Campbell has always been identified with civic and patriotic 
activities. During World War I he led the Second Red Cross Drive to 
$6,000 over the quota for Washington County, He served as wartime Food 
Administrator for the city of Fayetteville, was a member of the Speak- 
ers Bureau, and adviser in County and Congressional District Savings 
and Bond drives, In fact, he became known as "War Savings" Campbell, 


Mr.Campbell's most lasting contribution to northwest Arkansas is his 
"One Hundred Years of Fayetteville". During the centennial celebration 
of this area in 1928, Mr. Campbell was inspired to write a history of 
Fayetteville. His enthusiasm caused him to work day and night, with 
the result that within six months some 600 copies of the history were 
in the hands of the advance subscribers. 


Mr,William Simeon Campbell, we rejoice with you over your four-score 
years of travel along the path of life, and bid you another score in: 
which to observe the blessings of all mankind and a continued oppor- 
tunity to love and cherish Blanche, who has been the joy and comfort 
through your wedded life.

This well-kept cemetery at Tuttle on Highway 74 a mile this side of 
the Madison County line is over a hundred years old. Here are buried 
the Trammels, Fergusons, Smiths, Wilsons, Neeleys and other early 
settlers on Richland Creek, The oldest burial date ( 1853 ) is ona 
sandstone vault on which the name Boone can still be deciphered.

Salem 


This cemetery, located. in a pine grove atop ahill just off the 
Elkins-Sulphur City road, is over a-century old. There ‘are several old ’ 
burial vaults and many gravestones of the 1850's and 1860's. This may 
originally have been the family graveyard of the Harris family.

Old Mayfield Cemetery 


This is another of our county's vanishing graveyards, The sunken 
graves in regular alignment and the many fallen tombstones indicate a 
cemetery of some prominence in the 1860's and 1870's, Not a single one 
of the fine marble gravestones chiseled by W.M.Walker in the 60's and 
by Morley & Oliver of Fayetteville in the 80's remains standing, Many 
are already buried under the debris and eroding soil of many decades. 
A few more years and every vestige of this pioneer burial ground will 
have disappeared, 


Many of the early settlers buried here have already been forgotten. 
The few whose headstones are still legible will be remembered a little . 
longer -- through publication of their names in this article, They are:.

Johnson 


This graveyard, located one mile west. of Johnson, is not old as 
Washington County graveyards go. The first burials occurred probably 
75 years ago.The old section of this cemetery is surrounded by a stone 
wall and contains many rough fieldstone markers, 


An outstanding example of the tombstone sculptor's art is a massive 
stone vault that covers the remains of Pammelia A. Cox, born 1833, 
died 1876, The stone Slabs are beautifull grooved and fitted. The 
vault measures 34 x 8 feet and stands 3 feet high. Engraved in the 
covering slab is a heraldic design and the name and dates, The sculp- 
tor's name appears in the lower right-hand corner -- M. Ch.Todt, This 
forgotten tombstone maker constructed what is probably the finest 
burial vault in any Washington County graveyard, 


There are many members of the Cox family and in-laws. buried in the 
Johnson cemetery, including little headstones that give no dates but 
say simply: "Grandmother Cox" and "Grandmother Ingram", There isa 
marble Civil War headstone on the grave of Samuel Cox of the lst Ark- 
ansas Light Artillery, 


Maxeys are well represented, including such pioneers as 
Radford Maxie (1839-1898) 

Bennett M. Maxey (1853-1938) and wife Margaret C. (1851-1933) 
John Maxey (1855-1930) and wife Jane (1844-1905) 

But the outstanding member of the Maxey clan is Eldon A, Meee Ur. 
His splendid marble monument carries this inscription: "USAAF — Cita- 
tion of Honor -- S/Sgt Eldon A. Maxey Jr., who gave his life in the 
performance of his duty, July 8, 1945." And the citation, beginning 
"He lived to bear his country's arms, He died to save its honor, He 
was a soldier, He knew a soldier's duty.....!!

Vilsen Cemetery, near Monitor 


This interesting old burial ground is located a half mile north of 
the Monitor school, northeast of Springdale. The first person buried 
here was John Wesley Wilson, who was killed by bushwhackers during the 
Civil War. He had a little blacksmith shop fer his ewn and neighbors! 
work and was shot down while working in his shop. His daughters buried 
him in what was then the back of the orchard. His tombstone says: 
Jno. Wilson, "husband of Rebecca" ( 1814-k863 ). Beside him sleeps 
Rebecca Wilson (1818-1885). 


Several burials took place here in 1864. Today there are several 
hundred graves, many of them relatives of John Wesley Wilsen. Among 
the old names are Graham, Presley, Gebble, Hancock, Anderson, Wolfe, 
Atwood, Alstott, Mays, Lynch and others.

Baptist Ford 


The Baptist Ford cemetery, on Highway 71 one mile south of Greenland, 
occupies a beautiful site on the West Fork of White River. It is an 
old cemetery, probably older than Evergreen cemetery in Fayetteville. 
It already had a hundred or more graves when the first engraved tomb- 
stone was erected there in 1846, The old sandstone markers at Baptist 
Ford are different from the field-stones found in mest other country 
graveyards. These are mostly massive stones, often 12 inches thick and 
3 or 4 feet tall, Some of them originally bore name and date, but the 
inscriptions have weathered off during the century. 


Well—preserved old sandstone markers that are good examples of the 
craftsmanship of the early tombstone makers are those over the graves 
ef Henry Wakefield, Ralph Skelton and Reding Putman. The oldest tomb- 
stone is an oddly-lettered sandstone marker over the grave of John 
Calvin, son of W. R, and I. Thomas, He died November 21, 1846, which 
makes this the oldest dated burial in this cemetery. 


Reding Putman (1792-1865) has two monuments, one a quaint old-time 
stone and the other modern, Buried beside him is his wife Phebe (1787- 
1884). Ralph Skelton (1787-1862) has a fine old gravestone, as have 
Rachel Privett (1839-1863) and Henry Wakefield (died 1865). The Wake— — 
field monument is an upright sandstone slab cut coffin-shape and neat- 
ly lettered, 


On the Carlile lot ( J.D.Carlile 1829-1910 ) are the graves of seven 
children ina row, the oldest being ashington L. Carlile who died in 
1859. The seven stones are uniform in size and. design, The cemetery 
contains a great many tombstones of the 80's and 90's,made by Atchison 
& Yeung and later by Atchison & Dorman of Fayetteville.

The Parksdale cemetery is one mile west of the Fayetteville Fair 
Grounds, In its earlier days it must have been a lovely spot. Many old 
field-stone markers. and sandstone burial vaults are grouped under a 
half dozen trees on the crest of a hill. This was probably the begin- - | 
ning of the cemetery, During the past 90 years the cemetery has spread: 
down the hill on all sides. This burial ground has suffered neglect -- 
except for some individual families who have maintained their own fam- 
ily lot. Erosion has taken its toll and graves have sunk. Underbrush 
makes an inspection ef the cemetery difficult. wh: 


The Parksdale graveyard contains-one of the most attractive burial 
vaults in the county, housing the dust of Howard Hall, who died Dec, 8, o 
1862, at the age of 32 years, It appears to have been one of a group 
of burial vaults, all ef similar design, but the others have fallen 
and are gradually becoming buried in the clay, The tomb of Howard Hall . 
has a carved headstone. that is deeply chiseled, and the inscription is 
as legible today as when it was cut 90 years ago. 


An unusual Confederate marker is-on the grave of M. B. Tharp (1839- 
1924) -- a large bronze "CSA 1861" insignia.mounted on-a concrete ped- 
estal, His wife, Alla Jane (1845-1927) is buried beside him. Another 
Civil War soldier buried here is Thomas Taylor (1845-1911), whose 
government marker relates that he was a member of Co, D, 3rd Arkansas 
Cavalry.

Mathew Leeper as Indian Agent 


Mathew Leeper, who came to Fayetteville in the early 1830's as 
register of lands by appointment of President Andrew Jackson and who 
built a heme on East Mountain near where the Knerr home now stands, 
left Fayetteville before the War and became a citizen of Texas, where 
he secured an appointment as Indian agent. He was said to have been 
killed in an Indian uprising at Fort Sill in 1862. However, W.S.Nye in 
his "Carbine and Lance", published by the University of Oklahoma Press 
(a copy of which has been made available to us by Mr. Jack Reed) says 
that Mathew Leeper was still alive in 1875. At that time, Leeper's son, 
Mathew Jr., was a second lieutenant stationed at Fort Sill. Captain 
Nye in his book gives the following information: 


"Albert Pike, a well-known explerer andwriter, was commissioned 
brigadier general by the Confederate goverrment, and sent to Fort Cobb 
to make treaties with the Kiowas and Comanches, Pike arrived in 1861, 
made preliminary arrangements with the Indians and promised to return 
in 1862, after the Confederate authorities had approved the terms of 
the treaty. He wrote enthusiastic letters to his superiors concerning 
his work, even sending letters to Jefferson Davis himself, 


"In spite of General Pike's efforts, things did not go well at Fort 
Cobb. Tosawi (Silver Brooch)and Asa—Havey were first and second chiefs 
of the Penateka Comanches, They were friendly to the whites and gave 
no trouble. The third chief, however,was Buffalo Hump. His disposition 
had not improved since the troublesome times in Texas. He told Mathew 
Leeper that he wanted a house because he intended to settle down, 
Leeper did not intend to build a house for any Indian, and told Buffalo 
Hump so in undiplomatic terms.Buffalo Hump thereupon allowed his young 
men to create mischief around the agency. 


"Leeper also was a contrary soul. He had differences with his subord- 
inate, Sturms, and with his superior, Elias Rector, Mr.Rector rebuked 
him. Do did Pike, They even placed Leeper in arrest, although they 
later released him, Then Rector quarreled with Pike and Pike with the 
department commander, General Hindman. All this had a bad effect on 
the Indians. The Caddoes and Tonkawas showed signs of shifting their 
allegiance to the Federals. The Delawares already sympathized with the 
Union. The Penatekas did not care who won the war, as long as they 
were fed, | 


"During September 1862 there were rumors around the Fort Cobb agency 
that Shawnees, Osages, Delawares and others who sympathized with the 
Union or hated Leeper were coming south to wipe out the Tonkawas and 
kill all the Confederate officials at the agency. Mr.Leeper, who had 
just returned from a business trip to Texas, ppomptly departed again 
with his family. He intended to return when he had established them in 
a safe place. 


"Meantime the Caddoes kept assuring the whites that no trouble was 
brewing.Agent Leeper, either not being informed that the local Indians 
wanted him relieved from office, er not caring, sent word that he was 
returning to the agency. He arrived at Fort Cobb on the afternoon of 
Oct.23, 1862, That night the agency was attacked and destroyed. 


"Horace Jones thought later that the Caddoes had watched Leeper's 
approach across the prairies and timed the attack to occur shortly 
after his arrival. They deny this; they claim that they had no part in 
the affair and that the raid was made by a party of Indians from the 
Kansas agency. An Indian named Ben Simon was the leader, There is 
little doubt that the Indians around Fort Cobb joined in the fun. Many 
of them disliked Leeper, and favored the United States. Ben Simon was 
known to have stopped that day at the Caddo settlement,and Caddo spies 
had been at the agency during the afternoon, 


"Two hours after sunset, when the employes were closing up for the 
night, Simon's raiders swooped down on the agency. Many of the whites 
were ‘shot down in the first rush. Their bodies were thrown into the 
buildirigs, ‘and these were burned to the ground, Ben Simon reported, 
when he returned to Kansas, that Leeper had been killed, but this was 
a mistake, Leeper was still alive in 1875, and writing letters to Fort 
Sill. What happened was that he escaped by climbing from the rear 
window of his house, and fled into the timber in his nightshirt. Old 
Tosawi found him and gave him a horse on which he rode to Texas,"

Future Texas Governor Lived in Fayetteville 


James W. Throckmorton was bom Feb.1l, 1825,at Sparta, Tenn., the son 
of William E, and Elizabeth Webb Throckmorton. The family came to Fay- 
etteville in 1836 and lived here five years, then moved to Texas in 
1841. W. S. Campbell in. his "One Hundred Years of Fayetteville" says 
that the Throckmorton home stood where theelectric light plant now 
stands. 


James W. ‘Throckmorton went to Princeton, Ky., in 1844 to study med- 
icine with his uncle. He served in the Mexican War and was a Surgeon at 
the battle of Buena Vista - in which battle Governor Archibald Yell of 
Fayetteville was killed. Throckmorton married Annie Rattan in Illinois 
in 1848, returned to Texas and practiced medicine until 1851, when he 
entered politics. He was one of seven men who voted against secession 
in the Texas Secession Convention of 1861,.He raised a company for the 
Confederate service and was a soldier in Arkansas, Louisiana and the 
Indian Territory. He was elected governor of Texas in 1866 but. was re- 
moved in 1867-by Gen.Phil Sheridan as an "impediment to reconstruction". 


He then served in the U.S.Congress and later ran again for governor, 
being defeated in 1878 and withdrawing from the race in 1890 on account 
of ill health. He died April 21, 1894. | 


Campbell's history says that Governor Throckmorton's mother died and 
was buried in Fayetteville, Our Society is now trying to lecate her

In Bedford County, Tennessee, 
McGills were proud of their family tree, 


None of them, so I've been told, 
Had ventured far from the family fold, 


But from time to time they heard travelers say 
Pastures were greener, over that way, 


They heard that over there was plenty of honey and lots of cheese 
And hot biscuits, and that money grew on hickory trees. 


And some of the family became so impressed 
By these tall tales of the wonderful West 


That they decided in this year of eighteen fifty-two 
They'd go over and see if these tales were true, 


Sally McGill was Martin Shoffner's mate; 
Klizabeth shared Tom Terry's fate. 


Newt Cummings and Lucy, it appears, 
Had been married for several years, 


This group decided to give the plan a real test. 
They'd go and stay. Burn their bridges behind them and do their best. 


Covered wagon travel now seems quite lowly; 
Like the mills of the Gods, the wheels turned slowly. 


But in that rather distant day . 
Moving in a wagon was the only way. 


But enthusiasm 'round there for this move was sadly lacking. 
Reluctant hands, both white and black, assisted with the packing. 


Each woman could take the barest essentials of a good housewife 
Who was going to lead a pioneer life. 


It would not have done to have overlooked 
The crude vessels with which they cooked; 


The indispensible frying pan, the old black pot, 
The oven lid that they had got; 


The Spinning wheel so they could make wool thread, 
The quilting frames to make quilts for the beds; 


The Bible, the cards for wool and cards for cotton -- 
None of these things should be forgotten, 


And each man must have an axe, a gun, a powder-horn, 
A bull-tongue plow, and some good seed corn. 


And each man and woman should have a saddle, 
So she could ride sideways and he could ride straddle. 


And the sun would hardly have known how to shine 
Without a Seth Thomas clock to keep it in line. 


Of the many essentials I have mentioned but few 
For a home where all would be strange and new, 


Though properly placed in the wagon, there would be little 
For things pertaining to lavender and lace, 


And when the wagons were just about full, 
They piled on feather beds, quilts, and blankets of wool. 


And, secured outside each wagon, were two or three pairs 
Of well-made hickory-bottom chairs. 


And a chair or two with rockers and arms, 
So they could rock the baby when they secured their farms. 


For this trip, two babes were rub-a-dub-—dubs, 
As their beds were nestled in wooden tubs. 


Older children, upon the feather beds, 
Stuck out to one side their little old heads, 


At last, each man on his wagon, his wife by his side; 
The dogs all barked and the women all cried, 


And early on that autumn day, 
They were all set to drive away. 


And they bade farewell through briny tears 
To a scene they would only visit in seven years. 


Slowly they swung down the hill and off through the trees, 
As they bored a hole in the western breeze,

At Nashville, one hundred years later, I left the dock, 
And in a few hours flew to Fort Smith by way of Little Rock.

I'll say very little of my generation; 
We scattered over all creation. 


But I note we too are growing fewer; 
Old faces give way to some much newer. 


We all trace our origin to that Tennessee hill, 
Home of the Irishman, James McGill, 


Yes, I know it's a long drab story. 
None of us is covered with fame and glory. 


But if someone looking for something new 
About the tree from which he grew 


Should read with interest what here I say, 
I will have’ had my ample pay. 


But I do wish Jim McGill had knowed 
How his family tree has growed! 


Flashbacks 


Casper Roth out on Middle Fork of Vhite River was the first person 
"to teach a silent school" there, That was in the summer of the year 
1845, Some of the settlers who were patrons passing by the schoolhouse . 
thought maybe this teacher was not on the job for they didn't hear the 
"scholars" studying out loud. --- From the recollections of the late 
J. H. VanHoose, 


J. H. Rhea wrote from Clinton, Iowa, to Colonel VanHoese January 20, 
1896: "I attended school at Mt.Comfort in 1846 and had P.P.VanHoose, 
J.L.Adair, Hugh Anderson, Calla Thompson, Nole and Bem Boone, Ed Scott 
and many others as classmates." In the same letter the Reverend Rhea 
states: "Ed Washbourne and I were classmates at his father's school in 
Beattie's Prairie in'47 and '48." This Ed Washbourne was Edward Payson
